What caused historic 
water tank to fall, 
injuring three people? 


Chicago Tribune 

A water tank that toppled from the top 
of a landmark eight-story building near 
Diversey Harbor on Wednesday morn- 
ing injured three people, one critically, 
and rattled a city that has worked to pre- 
serve the wooden rooftop structures. 

It wasn’t clear what caused the 
tank—one of fewer than 200 left in 
the city—to fall from the 120-year-old 
Brewster building. Neighbors and wit- 
nesses described hearing a loud roar as 
the tank crashed to the ground, spew- 
ing a wave of water and debris. 

The most seriously injured was a 
woman in her 30s who was hit by splin- 
tered pieces of wood. Officials said she 
is expected to recover.

‘TIDAL WAVE?’ 


Once a key part of firefighting tech- 
nology but now cherished mostly for 
their gritty architectural charm, water 
tanks are seen by many as a symbol of 
rebirth and resilience after the Great 
Chicago Fire in 1871. The stout silhou- 
ettes are such an iconic feature of the 
skyline that measures have been taken 
to preserve those that remain. 

The Brewster’s black wooden water 
tower, about 8 feet in diameter and 10 to 
12 feet tall, fell off the northwest corner 
of the building at the corner of North 
Pine Grove Avenue and West Diversey 
Parkway shortly before 10 a.m. 

Kathy Rawley was walking nearby 
when she heard shrieks behind her and 
turned around to see the tank, which 
could hold between 500 and 600 cubic 
feet of water, fall to the ground. 

“Tt looked like a tidal wave, because 
water and debris shot everywhere,” 
Rawley said. “It was the scariest thing

I’ve ever seen.” 

An investigation into what happened 
will be led by the city’s Department of 
Buildings, said department spokesman 
Larry Langford. “Was any maintenance 
done recently? Did anyone check the 
mounts recently? Obviously the wind 
didn’t blow it over,” Langford said. 

Water tanks are inspected every five 
years, in conjunction with inspections 
of fire escapes, said buildings depart- 
ment spokesman Bill McCaffrey. Of 
ficials will discuss whether the city 
should initiate an immediate inspec- 
tion of all existing water tanks in re- 
sponse to Wednesday’s incident, Mc- 
Caffrey said. 

Langford said the age of the struc- 
ture is not necessarily a factor. 

“The building’s 120 years old and 
it’s not falling apart. Age alone isn’t an 
indicator of longevity; it’s a matter of 
upkeep.”

Veteran sexual-assault service providers, researchers and advocates say that 


number represents just one slice of the larger problem for Chicago and other cities.

There are many reasons a sexual assault 
investigation may not lead to a court case, 
and not all of them are up to the police 
department or the courts. According to 
Megan Alderden, an assistant professor at 
St. Xavier University who has researched 
sexual assault case dropoff for CPD and is 
participating in the task force. Often, she 
said, it’s because a victim decides not to 
participate in the investigation, even after 
he or she has filed a report with the police. 
“In some cases it might be months be- 
fore the offender is identified or arrested, 
and some victims decide they have maved

on, or feel like it’s not in their best interest 
to move forward,” Alderden said, particu- 
larly if the offender is someone the victim 
knows, or if he or she has received pressure 
from family members to let it drop. “It can 
be traumatizing for a victim to have to re- 
tell their stories over and over again.” 

With a more uniform dataset, Siska said, 
researchers and advocates would finally be 
able to address complicated, open questions 
about why dropoffs happen, and whether 
the race and geography of victims or offend- 
ers plays a role in it. 

“We can’t tell any of that right now,” Siska 
said. “But when our task force is done look- 
ing at all the numbers, it will be plainly and 
cleanly laid out for everyone in Chicago.”

Murder charge in roommate’s death

Charges have been upgraded to murder for a 
45-year-old man who is accused in the July 21 
death of his roommate, who was hit in the head 
during an altercation on July 4, police said. 

Alvaro Elizondo, 45, of the 4400 block of 
South Wolcott Avenue, was charged with 
murder in connection with the altercation 
that occurred on the 1800 block of West 44th 
Street, according to a police News Affairs 
statement. 

Elizondo was involved in an altercation 
with family members when the 41-year-old 
victim, identified by the Cook County Medi- 


cal Examiner’s office as Juan Zavala, 46, inter- 
vened, the statement said. 

Elizondo repeatedly struck Zavala, who 
later succumbed to his injuries and was pro- 
nounced dead at 8:56 a.m. on July 21 at John H. 
Stroger Jr. Hospital of Cook County, authori- 
ties said. 

Elizondo, who was initially charged with 
battery in the attack, appeared in bond court 
Wednesday but information about the hear- 
ing was not immediately available. 

Elizondo had previously served time in 
prison for manslaughter, to which he pleaded 
guilty in 1988.

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Are these new art gallery-themed bars masterpieces or just mediocre? 


By Kate Bernot | REDEYE 
When attending a friend’s art show or a gallery opening, I’m always first in line for the free champagne pours. 
I like visual art a lot, but even I have to admit that splotchy collages and moody photographs seem more intel- 
ligible with a drink in hand. Clearly I’m not alone. Chicago has welcomed two new gallery-themed bars this 
summer, each promising to douse artsy pretension with unique cocktails and quirky food. River North’s Gal- 
lery Bar (738 N. Clark St. 312-929-2658 ) and Ukrainian Village’s Fame (2015 W. Division St. 773-227-1110) seem 
offbeat at first, but that’s to be expected, right? I hung out at both on a recent weekend to find out whether 


they were art-school cool or just big, paint-splattered messes. 


THE ART 


GALLERY BAR: I’m relieved to know 
| | that Gallery Bar’s featured art will rotate 

monthly, since | cared for only a hand- 
ful of the dozens of pieces that sprawl across 
most of the walls. Art is subjective, of course, 
but there was little continuity to the chosen 
pieces, which ranged from mixed metal col- 
lages to mildly provocative photos. Without a 
consistent display height or an overall theme, 
the mish-mash reminded me of a high school 
art show. | did appreciate the tags displaying 
the artists’ name, materials used and the price 
of the work (most are a few hundred dollars 
and up). The night | stopped in, one couple eyed 
a particular painting for a while; if they liked it 
enough, they could have filled out the card that 
came with the check and a Gallery Bar curator 
would contact them to coordinate the purchase. 


the art at Fame. A few edgy/sexy black 

and white photographs all are uniformly 
matted and framed, and a few other punchy post- 
ers are thoughtfully placed on select walls. The fo- 
cal point, though, is a wall-spanning mural by cel- 
ebrated New York street artist Aiko, who recently 
collaborated with Louis Vuitton and was the first 
woman to repaint NYC’s iconic Bowery Mural. 
Most of Fame's servers and bartenders are artists 
as well, and their specific media—from jewelry to 
writing to painting—are listed on the menu. 


| | FAME: Less is more when it comes to 


THE COCKTAIL SCHTICK 


GALLERY BAR: Beer cocktails—part liquor, part 
| | beer—make up half the menu. It’s a novel idea, but 

one that needs to be executed carefully to keep the 
beer from watering down the drinks. Thinking a darker beer 
might make for a bolder cocktail, | chose the Flying Dragon 
($10), made with porter, rum, pineapple juice, orange shrub 
and orange liqueur. | had a hard time describing its muddled 
flavors to my date, so for my next round, | turned my atten- 
tion to the side of the menu featuring signature cocktails. 
The Mighty Aphrodite ($10)—cucumber and pear vodkas, el- 
derflower liqueur, ginger liqueur, lemon juice, simple syrup 
and champagne—was way too sweet for me to finish, but 
fans of so-called “girlie drinks” might want to give it a shot. 


FAME: Vanilla, bacon and cucumber are just three 

of the flavors Fame’s bartenders infuse into spirits 

such as gin, tequila and bourbon. These “house infu- 
sions” are available solo—neat ($14) or up ($14)—or in cock- 
tails such as the Fame Mule ($12), a combo of vanilla-infused 
vodka, ginger beer and lime. | love Moscow mules and give 
this one style points for its chilly copper mug, but the vanilla 
vodka didn’t seem like a logical flavor to pair with citrus. The 
Sagacious cocktail ($12), made with sage- and grapefruit- 
infused gin, grapefruit wedges and sparkling water, tasted 
fresh and herbal, but could have used a splash of simple 
syrup to balance its bitterness. Non-cocktail drinkers will find 
a moderately priced beer list as well as wines by the glass.

“Street food,” the hottest phrase since “farm-to- 
table,” is the focus, but that doesn’t explain why 
the burrito-like wraps that anchor that menu 
are called “bonzai.” It also doesn’t excuse the 
sloppiness of the Osaka Pizza ($9)—a poorly 
named pan-fried potato pancake topped with 
pepper aioli, soy-sesame sauce, bonito flakes 
and avocados-—that tastes like the unfortunate 
fusion of a latke and maki. 


FAME: Las Vegas chef Sam “Sammy 
| D” Demarco is behind Fame’s eclectic 

menu, which offers twists on bar sta- 
ples such as tuna poke “nachos” (actually plan- 
tain chips) and pulled pork-and-grits egg rolls. 
My favorite were the springy, fist-sized bao bun 
BLTs (two for $12) folded around gyro meat and 
lamb bacon and served with a cooling tzatziki 
sauce. Fries cut from yucca—a starchy root 
similar to a potato—can be dry and flavorless, 
but Fame’s were properly salted and straight- 
from-the-fryer hot, which goes a long way 
toward justifying the $6 price tag. Make that 
$7 if you want a dipping sauce, which could 
include truffle aioli, sriracha mayo, Dr Pepper

sauce, or—record scratch—BF Jizz. My server 
sighed and shook her head when | asked 
about the name, eventually explaining that 
the syrupy sweet barbecue sauce is named for 
an “inside joke” between chef Demarco and 
Food Network celebrity chef Bobby Flay (BF). 
Logical? No. Still gross? Yes. 


If you want to get serious about art—potentially while wearing a black beret—go to a real art gal- 
lery already. Neither Fame nor Gallery Bar is authentically artsy enough to satisfy your nouveau- 
boho friend from Pilsen, and neither serves cocktails worth traveling for. Fame does win points for 
its better-than-average snacks and for offering a much-needed counterpoint to the rapid bro-ifica- 
tion of Division Street, while Gallery Bar probably is best left to the tourists.

Time for ‘SNVL to rebuild 
after mass talent exodus

Live, from New York! It’s a casting crisis for 
“Saturday Night Live”! 

When Jason Sudeikis announced his depar- 
ture last week, “SNV’ suddenly was bereft of 
any established veteran talent—its longest- 
tenured surviving castmember now is Kenan 
Thompson—and in terms of name recogni- 
tion, it drops off steeply from there. 

But “SNL’ has been here before. The up- 
coming 2013-14 season won't be the first time 
the long-running sketch comedy series has 
been forced to prop up its B-team and go 
headhunting on the fly. 

Sudeikis follows fellow cast members Fred 
Armisen and Bill Hader out the door—unlike 
those they left behind, all have established 
film and TV careers. A year earlier, fan favor- 
ites Kristen Wiig and Andy Samberg left for 
the draw of big-screen comedy. And head 
writer and “Weekend Update” anchor Seth 
Meyers departs in November for Jimmy Fal- 
lon’s desk. 

Jon Lovitz, an “SNL’ cast member from 
1985 to 1992—who weathered creator Lorne 
Michaels’ infamous reboot of ’86 —knows the 
toll a long run on the show can take. He also 
understands the draw of the L.A. movie scene 
over the sketch comedy one in New York. 

“That’s a tough show to do for ro years,” he 
said during an online chat on Huffington Post 
Live. 

To give an idea of how key the recent losses 
are: Only Darrell Hammond has appeared on

more episodes of “SNI’? than Meyers and Ar 
misen. Sudeikis is seventh on that same list, 
Hader ninth, Samberg 20th and Wiig 22nd. 

Even longtime fans of the show have to ask: 
Who’s even left? 

New “SNI’ senior members are Thomp- 
son, Bobby Moynihan, Jay Pharoah, Nasim 
Pedrad, Taran Killam, Vanessa Bayer and, for 
now, Meyers. On the JV team (called Featured 
Players) are Kate McKinnon and former Chi- 
cago comedians Aidy Bryant, Tim Robinson 
and Cecily Strong. 

Other than Thompson’s attempt at a “Fat 
Albert” movie in 2004, there’s hardly a no- 
table screen credit among them. 

But to give up on the show now would be 
foolish: Even Adam Sandler, Will Ferrell and 
Tina Fey were “SNU’ scrubs at one point— 
and in Killam, Strong, Pedrad and Bayer, 
“SNL’ has a number of young players with 
high potential. 

So clearly, the show is in a rebuilding year. 
But with whom will it rebuild? “SNV’ histori- 
cally has favored improv and sketch comedi- 
ans over stand-up comics. 

This year, it’s not just about filling a head- 
count— it’s about stocking up with versatile 
talent who can stand out quickly. Actors from 
the Upright Citizen’s Brigade, Second City 
and the Groundlings have had great success in 
the past, and it’s likely that Michaels will go 
back to that well. 

Lovitz believes the show will be fine. As will 
the new cast members. And they shouldn't 
worry about it anyway. “The audience picks the 
hit characters, the audience picks the stars,” 
Lovitz said. “That you have no control over.”
